The New 
Breed 

The Autumn ('Fall') season 
is upon US viewers and 
out of 40 new series, there 
are 5 which have been 
inspired to some degree by 
the success of The X-Files, 
some of which have 
already been snapped up 
for UK screening. 

Deadly Games (United 
Paramount Network, 
Tuesdays 8 pm), which 
made its US debut on 5 
September, has Dr Gus 
Lloyd played by James 
Calvert in battle with the 
evil creations of his own 
self-created videogame, 
the supreme villain being 
Sebastian Jackal played by 
Christopher Lloyd marking 
his return to tv. Executive 
producers are Leonard 
Nimoy and Paul Bernbaum 
with Nimoy having directed 
the pilot, which received 
healthy Nielsen ratings. 
Later episodes are set to 
include LeVar Burton and 
Brent Spiner. Initial 
indications are that the 
action element is strong 
although the special 
effects underwhelm. 
However the premise itself 
is considered original in 
that for once the evil does 
not stem from an alien 
intelligence or government 
plot. UPN is hoping to 
catch an audience looking 
for an alternative to the 
other channels' sit-coms 
or films. 

Strange Luck (Fox, Fridays 
8 pm), which premiered 
on 15 September, is 
immediately followed by 
The X'Files and has been 
scheduled to attract a 
similar audience. The 
series is the creation of 
Karl Schaefer about 
freelance photographer 
Chance Harper played by 
D B Sweeney who has a 
habit of encountering and 
surviving disasters. His 
run of Strange Luck' 
began when he was the 
only survivor of a plane 
crash which resulted in 
the death of his parents 
and sister. In the opening 
episode, directed by Star 
Trek’s David Carson, his 
boss Audrey Westin 
(Pamela Gidlin) sends him 
out on an assignment 
ordering him not to get 
side-tracked. Within the 
first 20 minutes he wins 
the lottery, prevents a 
suicide and gets arrested 
• this is apparently all 
achieved in a plausible 
manner. Like The X-Files, 
the series has been filmed 
in Vancouver and is 
reportedly a visual feast. 
American Gothic (CBS, 
Fridays 10 pm) has 
almost certainly been 
scheduled to win over the 
audience looking for more 
of the same when The X- 
Files ends on Fox. This is 
a Horror/Paranormal 
drama set in a small North 
Carolina town about a 
sheriff with demonic 
powers played by Gary 
Cole who does battle with 
a journalist (Gail Emory). 
Horror director Sam Raimi 
is one of the executive

Ray 
Bradhury Theatre, Swamp 
Thing, Night Stalker and Misfits 
of Science, as well as a galaxy of 
Sci-Fi films and documentaries. 

The 24-hour a day channel will 
be available via cable and a partial 
peak-time service on satellite, and 
that should make our Out of the 
Box listings particularly interesting 
reading next month...

The Prisoner 

Cable and satellite channel Bravo has succumbed to pressure from Pris- 
oner fan club Six of One to revert to the original transmission order for the 
series, having planned to screen it in an order that author Dave Rogers had 
attributed to the show's star and guiding light Patrick McGoohan. The fan 
organization has convinced Bravo that McGoohan never set such an order 
and is certainly not stipulating one after all these years. Bravo, which 
prides itself on its kinship with its series devotees, is feeling somewhat 
embarrassed by having issued a press release on the subject without having 
fully checked out its validity. The only certainties are that Arrival is the 
opening episode with Once Upon a Time and Fall Out, the last two 
(although Once Upon... was never originally intended as part of the ending 
as it was shot many months earlier than Fall Out — Number Two actor Leo 
McKern had shaved off his beard in the interim and had to undergo on- 
screen cosmetic surgery to explain this away). 

The 17 episodes were shot between September 1966 and January 1968. a 
time period that would not be tolerated in today's television recording 
environment. The first two episodes. Arrival and The Chimes of Bif; Ben. 
were shown to the press in 1967 in pre-broadcast edited formats. Both of 
these alternate versions still exist with the alternate Chimes including a 
scene where Number Six tries to plot the position of the Village using a 
home-made Greek triquetrum. The famous opening and closing sequences 
were originally shot in a different form with the opening including addi- 
tional shots of 'Rover' and the closing having the pennyfarthing bicycle 
fading away with the universe coming into shot. The camera then zoomed 
into the planet Earth and its landscape which then exploded with the word 
'POP' emboldened on the screen. There was also a different opening theme 
by Wilfred Josephs' which was rejected in favour of the now famous Ron 
Grainer version. Josephs' theme was utilized as incidental music towards 
the end of Arrival.

Terror of the Zygons : This was the 
last story to feature UNIT (in the 
form that had been loved by 
viewers during the Jon Pertwee 
era) and Brigadier Lethbridge 
Stewart until I982's A/rtur/nvi 
Undead. It was originally intended 
to be the final story of the previous 
season and would have been six 
episodes in length. Despite being 
set mainly in Scotland, most of the 
location work was filmed in 
Sussex. The Zygons, which were 
based on human embryos, were 
designed by James Acheson, who 
subsequently went on to win 
Oscars for his film costumes. 

Planet of Evil: This was the third 
Doctor Who story to be written by 
Louis Marks (now a senior BBC 
producer) and was heavily 
influenced by both The Strange 
Case of Doctor Jekyll and Mr 
Hyde and Forbidden Planet. 

Pyramids of Mars: The story’s 
author Stephen Harris was a 
pseudonym for script editor Robert 
Holmes and Lewis Griefer. who 
was originally asked to provide the 
story. Very little of Griefer’s 
material actually made it into the 
finished article, although the title is 
his. It was filmed at Stargroves 
Mansion near Newbury, which then 
belonged to Mick Jagger. 

The Android Invasion: Much of 
the story, which was directed by 
former producer Barry Letts, was 
filmed at Oxfordshire village East 
Hagbourne. The Kraals were 
created by John Friedlander. his 
last contribution to the series. 

The Brain of Morhiiis: Credited 
to Robin Bland, this was actually 
written by former script editor 
Terrance Dicks, who at the time 
was unhappy with the many 
changes that then current script 
editor Robert Holmes had made to 
his script. At the start of the first 
episode the alien killed by Condo 
is kitted out in a Mutt costume 
originally seen in the Jon Pertwee, 
serial The Mutants. The mind 
battle between the Doctor and 
Morbius in part four featured 
photographs of eight members of 
the Doctor Who production staff 
which were meant to represent 




earlier incarnations of the Doctor. 
Various scenes including the 
dropping of Morbius’s brain onto 
the floor drew strong attacks from 
the National Viewers and Listeners 
Association headed by Mary 
Whitehouse. 

The Seeds of Doom: The story 
was heavily influenced by The 
Quatermass Experiment and The 
Thing From Another World. 
Originally intended to last four 


episodes, the story was restruc- 
tured as a six-parter by expanding 
it to encompass the storyline set in 
Antarctica during parts one and 
two. An Axon costume from the 
Jon Pertwee serial The Claws of 
Axos was painted green to repre- 
sent the Krynoid at one stage 
during its development. The 
NVALA was up in arms again, 
especially over Harrison Chase's 
demise in the compost grinder.

Morgan Weisser 
and Kristen Cloke play 
two astronauts from 2063 
leading a squadron of 
first year marines against 
an alien race. This is the 
series that former X-Files 
producers Glen Morgan 
and James Wong have 
created and this 
connection has also 
helped sell the series to 
UK broadcasters. 

Nowhere Man (UPN, 
Mondays 9 pm/Sky One, 
Tuesdays 8 pm from 3 
October) is the first of the 
new batch to reach UK 
screens. St Elsewhere’s 
Bruce Greenwood plays 
photographer Thomas 
Veil who discovers that 
his whole existence has 
been erased and as a 
fugitive searches for the 
enemies behind his 
demise. The series also 
stars Megan Gallagher as 
his wife Alyson and 
Murray Rubenstein as 
best friend Larry. With 
government conspiracies 
much to the fore, this 
could be the series that 
helps UPN maintain an 
audience after Star Trek; 
Voyager. 

Goodnight 3 

Production began on a 
third series of Goodnight 
Sweetheart at Teddington 
Studios on 24 August, the 
second being the UK’s 
most watched Fantasy 
series so far In 1995. A 
Christmas special 
followed by 10 new 
episodes of the Time 
warp comedy set in 1941 
and the present starring 
Nicholas Lyndhurst are 
being recorded.

The National Film Theatre 
plays host to Missing 
Believed Wiped 1995 on 
22 October, the third 
event arising from an 
initiative to recover 
classic television no 
longer residing in 
broadcasters' archives. 
This year a whole evening 





of ITV programming from 
March 1964 discovered in 
ATV's archives will be 
shown including all ad 
breaks, news bulletins 
and continuity 
announcements.

Pressure 

During 1994/5 the 
National Film and Tele- 
vision Archive acquired 
20,914 television 
programmes, a 31% 
increase on the previous 
year, mainly arising from 
BBC donations of two 
Inch master tapes 
following their transfer to 
the D3 digital format plus 
major offerings from 
Granada, Thames, LWT 
and Yorkshire Television. 
A major ramification is 
that the Archive is now 
having serious difficulty 
in finding space to store 
the material it receives.

At the time of going to 
press an announcement 
was impending about the 
launch of Sci-Fi Channel 
Europe which is expected 
to make its long-awaited 
first transmissions via 
cable (and possibly as 
part of the Sky Multi 
Channels package on 
satellite) during 
November. A number of 
jobs for producers, 
writers, researchers and 
directors have been 
advertised over the past 
couple of months.

The New 
Avengers 

Viewers may be puzzled why BBC2 
is screening the series in a strange 
order with the last episodes produced 
shown first. The BBC scheduled the 
series to air in late August, but by 
that time negotiations with actors 
union Equity had not been finalized 
except for the principal cast. As a 
result only those stories filmed 
abroad, which featured the principals 
plus mainly non-UK actors, were 
available to be screened initially. 
Subsequently it was also discovered 
that the prints of many of the 
remaining episodes were not up to 
BBC broadcast standard so the 
corporation has had to arrange 
certain ones to be remastered, hence 
the transmission order is still 
incorrect at times. The BBC has 
preferred not to delay transmission 
as it feels that each story can stand or 
fall on its own merits. What has not 
been recognized is that as the series 
evolved so did the characters and 
their relationship to each other, ie 
initially Purdey was paired with 
Gambit but later was much more 
often linked with Steed, 

Joanna Lumley is extremely 
pleased with the new Equity 
agreement as she claims that she 
and co-star Gareth Hunt never 
received any income from previous 
repeats following the bankruptcy of 
various companies that had owned 
the series over the years. However, 
she never felt bitter about the loss 
of earnings because she found the 
series such fun to make, but now 
says "it will be nice to watch the 
repeats without a false grin.”

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Bugs was the most watched Science Fiction series in the UK so far this year — if the defini- 
tion is stretched to include this Sneakers-like adventure. In its Spring run on 8BC1 it netted 
a ratings average of 10.3 million, based on charts from BARB, though it never regained the 
12.Sm who watched episode one. 

A Spring start saw The New Adventures of Superman (Lois and Clark) flying high on BBC1 
at 10m, averaging 6m. but losing strength by July with a low of 6m. 

The X-Files gained its highest ratings this year (7.1m) on February 9 -with Darkness Falls 
(menacing swarms of tiny insects in the woods). The lowest on 8BC2 this year was the 
Series 2 opener, Utile Green Men, but Channel 4‘8 Secret History documentary about the 
Roswell UFO was aggressively scheduled in opposition. On average. The X-Files has regis- 
tered 6.1m for BBC2. 

Series 2 X-Files attracted up to 960.000 Sky One viewers, very good considering cable and 
satellite's minority status. Die. Hand Die Verletzt was the most popular episode with Sky view- 
ers. Overall it held an 820. 000 average before tailing off in the summer. However. Anasazi, the 
season's dramatic cliffhanger finale, clawed back its regular Sky viewers. 

Star Trek: The Next Generation — a mainstay of Wednesday evenings on BBC2 — aver- 
ages 3.4m for the year so far. rarely dipping below 3m and often reaching more than 4m. A 
Matter of Time (guest starring Matt Frewer) was the year's most popular to date. On Sky 
One, Deep Space Nine's third season has averaged just under half a million, less popular 
than TNG during Its first-run showings. 

Deep Space Nine still makes more appearances in Sky One's Top 10 compared with the 
lacklustre performance of Space Precinct and the RoboCop series (each seeing their ratings 
dive by 50% after episode 1). 

The new Outer Limits started well on BBC2 in May at nearly 5 million. Ratings soon shrank 

to an average of 3.7m. but swelled appropri- 


ately for a peak of 5. 4m in July for the sex- 
filled Caught in the Act. 

One loser as far as network ratings go is 
Babylon 5, Though this Channel 4 import has 
its fans, they number little more than 2.25 mil- 
lion - and that was just at Season 2's start in 
February. On average the show got closer to 
1.8m. often dropping out of BARB'S C4 Top 
30 altogether during 1995. 

As the Autumn continues we'll learn the 
fate of first season Deep Space Nine, Space 
Precinct and second season X-Files on BBC2, 
plus new shows on Sky. as well as network 
revivals of The New Avengers and The Per- 
suaders! Will the proliferation of genre tv in 
the new season be just what fans want or 'too 
much’ of a good thing ... ?

Trek’s A Matter offthie, 
the year’^No 1 so far... 



Doctor Who in October 1975 saw the TARDIS land on Zeta Minor, The 
Planet of Evil, where the Doctor and Sarah faced a creature from the 
universe of antimatter. Meanwhile, the Doctor had another enemy on 
ITV where most regions were showing the new, live-action Gerry 
Anderson series. Space: 1999 that was valiantaly trying to tempt audi- 
ences away from the BBC. 

The children’s film magazine programme Clapperboard, hosted by 
Chris Kelly, devoted two programmes to Gerry Anderson’s series past 
and present and featured a behind the scenes report on Space; 1999. 

Also on ITV, Lee Majors as The Six Million Dollar Man met bionic woman 
Lindsay Wagner for the first time in a two part story. Planet of the Apes 

began a repeat showing on 
Saturday mornings and 
Shadows, the chilling, chil- 
dren’s anthology series fea- 
^ tured Russell Hunter as Mr 

^ Stabs in Dutch Schlitz’s 

Shoes. Hunter had previ- 
ously played the characer of 
Stabs in Ace of Wands in the 
1971 story, Seven Serpents, 
Sulphur and Salt 
Things SF were a bit thin- 
ner on the ground over at 
the Beeb. Aside from Doc- 
tor Who and the cartoon ca- 
pers of Astronut, viewers 
had only the new series of 
The Invisible Man, starring 
David McCallum, to keep 
them happy.

I N BETWEEN leading the Elders 
against the Doctor on the planet of 
the Savages back in 1966, and build- 
ing K9 in 1977 because he missed 
his dog. Frederick Jaeger became a wild, 
slobbering anti-matter beast in the 1975 
Doctor Who story Planet of Evil. 

So what do you need to be cast as 
a monster?? 

There wasn’t any particular reason. I’d 
worked with the director, David Maloney, 
on Z Cars a few years before. My previ- 
ous Doctor Who had been in 1966, so I 
suppose they felt my turn had come around 
again nine years later.” 

There were shades of Jekyll and 
Hyde in Professor Sorenson. 

Well, 1 don't want to get into hot water 
with the writer, but The Planet of Evil was 
remarkably like a film with Walter Pigeon 
called The Forbidden Planet. When I 
read the script, 1 said to my wife, T think 
I’ve seen this before!’ The central theme, 
the release of the id. the evil that is in 
everybody, was more or less exactly the 
same. If you stripped off the many lay- 
ers of civilization, the animal shape 
came out. David said. ‘Be as animal 
as you possibly can’, so there was a 
lot of roaring and snarling to be 
done. 

It was very dramatic. The whole 
idea of a scientist getting infected by 
the material he is working on, turn- 
ing into a monster and losing the anti- 
dote, is meat and drink to actors, par- 
ticularly a ham like me! 

What about the make-up required? 

It wasn’t just one big metamorphosis, the 
character changed into this creature in 
degrees. I spent days in what is called the 
East Tower at the BBC. It houses a sort of 
laboratory where they make wax face 
masks — bulging foreheads and cheek 
bones, exaggerated jaws and so forth. It 
took quite a long time. You lie on your 
back on a sort of operating table and sev- 
eral make-up girls pour hottish wax into a 
mould on your face. When it cools, they 


have a cast which they later colour and 
stick on for the various bits. It’s not a thing 
which often happens to one in television. 

1 recall most of the others would be hav- 
ing lunch in the restaurant while I was in 
the make-up room having the next stage 
put on! One time I’d spent the entire lunch- 
time having my face and hands covered in 
coarse hair, and then discovered 1 needed 
to go to the gents. There was no way 1 
could undo my pants, so a friendly and 
very discreet dresser came to my assist- 
ance! Of necessity, you can't have the stu- 
dio air-conditioning on when you’re actu- 
ally shooting, so with several layers of 
plastic skin and a wig, it got very hot. 

What was director David Maioney 
like to work with? 

He was very good. He does it all. He’s a 
mate, as it were — he’s not one ot the 
German-style directors who comes on in 
riding boots and a whip. He gives you 
credit for being a professional actor, and 


it’s great fun working with him. I don’t 
know what he’s doing now. but in those 
days he was very busy, a regular director 
for the BBC. 

And the cast...? 

Oh. very good. 1 knew Tom Baker previ- 
ously, although I hadn’t worked with him, 
and Lis Sladen was sweet and very nice to 
me. We used to laugh a lot, frequently be- 
tween takes, sometimes during. But eve- 
ryone was very professional, and I think 
we got it done on time, which is always 
important to a television service. It wasn’t 
quite, ‘We don’t want it good, we want it 
Thursday’, but nearly! 

One of the story’s distinguishing fea- 
tures is the jungle set, on film at Ealing. 
It’s drawn a lot of praise over the years. 

I can’t remember who the designer was, 
but it was very good. In a very small stu- 
dio space, they managed to make it look 
as if it was almost location filming. 1 was 
surprised when 1 saw the finished article. 
A series the BBC did years ago chroni- 
cling the history of Britain had a lot ot 
jungle scenes which looked just like the 
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Elemental 

The adventures of the Time detectives continue to intrigue 






T ^E maxim ‘Less is More’ could 
have been coined specially to de- 
scribe Sapphire and Steel. There 
were a mere six stories and each one 
was small in terms of location and yet 
huge in terms of content, which was. gen- 
erally speaking, unexplained. 

Frequently downbeat, it finished as it 
started; Time detectives Sapphire and 
Steel arrived out of nowhere and ended 
up literally stranded in Nowhere. After 
only 34 episodes, it seemed a cruel thing 
to do to a series which was still in its ele- 
ment — and barely out of its infancy. 

In retrospect this doesn't seem such a 
bad thing. The show thrived on the baff- 
ling, the elusive and the chilling and by 
cutting it off in its prime it was never given 
the time to grow stale, to repeat itself or 
to lose direction, and even thirteen years 
later it retains its freshness and original- 
ity. Nothing weird enough (some will chal- 
lenge this by citing Twin Peaks or The 
X-Files but those are entirely different ball 
games) has been produced in the interven- 
ing years to rival it. and so it stands alone 
as a curiosity piece with considerable sta- 
tus in cult television terms. 

Everyone enjoys a good mystery, and 
with the bizarre theme of Time treated as 
an entity which can break through weak 
points in a corridor to threaten the here 
and now. Sapphire and Steel represents 
a cracking good one. Peter J Hammond, 
creator of the .series, has said that he did 
not want to give anything away for fear of 
spoiling things, and in this his judgement 
was very sound. There are no more than 
minuscule hints about Sapphire and Steel’s 
origins, and few clues as to who ‘assigns’ 
them their missions, thus fuelling endless 
speculations as to exactly what it is all 
about and why the two Time detectives 
suffered the ultimate fate that 


they did. Of all those involved in the show, 
only David McCallum has gone on record 
to say that he understood it to any degree 

— indeed he is even reported as having 
made some positive input 

— and it is this enig- 
matic, offbeat qual- 
ity has that made it 
endure, much like 
the unanswered 
questions in The 
Prisoner have kept it 
alive and well for the 
last 1 8 years. 

Along- 
side the 
good mys- 
tery, there is 
the frisson 
to be found 
in every 
single epi- 
sode. a fac- 
tor which 
makes it 
quite ad- 
dictive. The 
element of horror 
that recurred 
throughout — and 
which was surpris- 
ingly graphic con- 
sidering the early 
evening time-slot it 
was originally 
given by ATV — 
was sufficient to 
make the pro- 
gramme edge-of- 
the-seat material. 

Particularly 
memorable are 
Sapphire’s 
eyes turning 


black when she is possessed by the Dark- 
ness in the Railway Station, the Faceless 
Man in the story about the Photographs and 
the arrival of Johnny Jack at the Petrol Sta- 
tion. And the impressive thing is the way 
in which this remorselessly chilling atmos- 
phere was achieved. 

Except for a small amount of location 
filming in the third story (about the Time 
Capsule) the programme was studio- 
bound. and each story supported by a mini- 
mal cast acting in a microcosm. From 
an isolated house to a lonely pet- 
rol station, every set possessed 
a claustrophobic quality, en- 
hanced by strange camera an- 
gles, suggestive lighting that 
had the viewer regularly 
jumping at shadows and 
electrifying and profoundly 
unsettling sound effects. 
Add to this the other- 
worldliness of Sapphire 
and Steel themselves 
and the result is 
quite a disturbing 
experience. 

Although 
Joanna Lumley’s 
Sapphire is sup- 
posed to be a 
more friendly 
foil to David 
McCallum’s 
taciturn. 
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bullying Steel, she still seems alien, and 
not only because her eyes transform into 
a startling shade of blue as she manipu- 
lates Time. This chilling alien quality is 
no better exemplified than by Sapphire’s 
suspension of Time when the 
children want to enlist more 
help in the premiere story, or by 
Steel’s extraordinarily callous 
resolution to the problem pre- 
sented by the Darkness in the 
.second adventure. This did not 
transfer itself quite so success- 
fully to their colleagues Lead 
and Silver — the only two other agents 
to appear — but Lead’s larger-than-life 
appearance and Silver’s strange ability as 
a ‘technician’ to manipulate and dupli- 
cate objects add to the exotic nature of 
the protagonists. Although we 
never become acquainted with 
Gold, Mercury, Copper, Jet, 

Diamond or Radium (or any 
other of the other 127 opera- 
tives, which include 12 “unsta- 
ble” transuranics — whatever 
that means!) there is no doubt 
that their unique skills would 
be just as unfathomable. 

Last, but by no means least, 
there is the sheer complexity of 
the plots to complete the fasci- 
nating picture. One viewing 
leads to a very superficial com- 
prehension — if it didn’t there 
would be little point to it at all 


— but subsequent viewings tend to raise 
more questions than they answer. The joy 
of watching each episode again is in be- 
ing able to listen out for hints and expla- 
nations which generally only go some way 



to confusing matters even further! Most 
frustrating of all is the final episode — why 
was it necessary to trap Sapphire and Steel 
who, it appears, were only doing their job 
too well? 


If Sapphire and Steel has any faults, they 
are generally due to a matter of pacing. 
Stripped down to bare essentials, stories 
which are comprised of more than four epi- 
sodes tend to rouse suspicions of padding 
— very nice, suspenseful pad- 
ding though it may be. And 
sometimes, just .sometimes, the 
special effects look their age, but 
that’s only to be expected given 
the advances that have been 
made, and the fact that there are 
very few lapses by modern 
standards says a lot for the atten- 
tion to detail bestowed upon each episode. 

The attraction of the series undeniably 
lies in the fact that it can survive endless 
analysis and still reveal very little. There 
is also the temptation of speculating what 
might have been should the se- 
ries have been continued, or re- 
vived after a few years to reveal 
what threat Sapphire and Steel 
posed to their ‘superiors’ — af- 
ter all, as Hammond has pointed 
out, it would not be too difficult 
to extract them from their pre- 
dicament in the nightmare cafe. 
But that unexpected, down- 
beat finale is just what fuels 
the legend.

T elevision legends don’t come more softly spoken 
than Gerry Anderson. The man behind some of Britain’s 
most popular Science Fiction series is modest and candid 
when he sits down to talk about Space Precinct, the $36 
million, 22-episode series made at Pinewood Studios. 

This is the creator of UFO, 

Thunderbirds, Captain Scar- 
let, and Space: 1999, series 
which are still shown around the 
world and fill video store racks. 

Satellite stations and terrestrial 
channels line up to repeat them, 
safe in the knowledge that au- 
diences will tune in. 

There have, of course, been 
lean years: the disappointing 
Terrahawks, followed by the 
lesser known Dick Spanner, 
and a long time spent trying to 
bring Space Precinct to the 
screen. The original pilot, which 
started life in 1 986 as a part live 
action/part puppet show starring 
Shane Rimmer, remains un- 
screened, seen only by fans at 
Anderson conventions, it bears 
little resemblence to the present 
epic production which is being 
broadcast, at a conservative es- 
timate, in 45 countries. 

You are recognized as 
one of the main forces 
behind television Sci- 
ence Fiction in the UK; at 
what point did you decide 
to work in the genre? 

My career really has very little 
to do with me. I’ve sort of been 
shoved around by other people. 

Why am I in Science Fiction? 

Simply because I found myself 
making action series with pup- 
pets, which is kind of a crazy 
situation if you think about it. 

When 1 made a show called 
Supercar, I thought ‘I know what I'll do. I’ll put these puppets that 
can’t walk into a car, whiz them around all over the place at high 
.speed, and that’ll pep the show up’. When it went out, people .said 
to me, ‘Oh, you’re in Science Fiction now’. 1 thought, ‘Am I? Oh!’ 

Now of course I’m not really taken seriously unless I talk about 
Science Fiction. I would like to do something other than Sci- 
ence Fiction, but the programme buyers start yawning. 


So many of your series have survived the test of time 
and remain popular. Was this a consideration when 
you were making them;? 

No. I can tell you that, for instance, when I made Thunderbirds, 

I had a big party at home with lots of tv sets there, where people 

saw it go out on air for the first 
time. And when they ran the last 
episode, I mentally said, ‘That’s 
that one. It’s gone now’. About 
a year later they ran it again, and 
I remember thinking, ‘Cheeky 
bastards — they’re running the 
show twice!’ Of course, it was 
before we really knew about 
commercial television and all 
the possibilities. If I was think- 
ing like that there was no way I 
had any idea they’d be around 
all these years later. 

But now you know pro- 
grammes can remain 
popular over a long time, 
have you allowed that to 
influence your thinking? 
Yes. Because one has to be com- 
mercial in order to get this sort 
of money to make a show. 
We’ve shot it in the high defini- 
tion fonnat. so if high definition 
catches on the show can be 
transmitted in that aspect ratio. 
Equally we haven’t got any- 
thing on the show that dates it 
— no cars with registration 
numbers on, no hair-dos that 
represent a particular era, and 
the same with clothing. When 
we were trying to raise the 
money I made a point of this, 
because we’re not going to get 
anywhere if we say it’ll be good 
for two years and then it’ll be 
second rate. It’s like anything 
else these days — you have to 
guarentee a car for sixty thou- 
sand miles, and 1 have to guarantee my pictures for twenty years! 

You say you feel typecast in Science Fiction, do you 
think Space Precinct represents a desire to do a 
straightforward cop show? 

I hadn’t thought of that, but in fact I think it’s true, because I used 
to watch American police shows and thoroughly enjoyed them.

Gerry Anderson and Aliens 
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How did you came to cast 
the leading roles? 

We’ve got Ted Shackelford, 
who’s playing the part of Lt 
Brogan. He was in Dallas and 
he was also the lead in Knots 
Landing for twelve years, so 
he’s a very experienced movie 
star. He is an extremely good 
actor, particularly good for 
television because he can turn 
it on for take after take, scene 
after .scene, and whatever it is 
he’s asked to do, he delivers on 
the spot and he’s also a very nice 
person. We have Rob Young- 
blood, who’s a relative new- 
comer, but I am told he’s very 
attractive to women and I be- 
lieve it. We have Simone Bene- 
dix, and I can vouch for her be- 
cause she’s very attractive to 
men. 1 think Simone is a good 
choice because she’s attractive 
but she’s not a dollybird — she’s 
believable in the part. 



Do you think the charac- 
ter of Officer Castle will 
also be popular with the 
female audience? 

I hope so. We were very care- 
ful with that part, because it’s 
all too easy to have someone 
who’s attractive to men, but 
also a big turn-off to women, 
but I think we’ve been lucky 
there. 

Then when it comes to the 
aliens, they are in fact played 

by experienced actors. These people are pretty tough to operate 
in this make-up for hour after hour. Some of these creatures are 
controlled totally by motors, and all the movements pre-re- 
hearsed, everything is laid down on computer and then these 
commands are radioed to the mask. 

Was most of your casting carried out in the States?

Some episodes have very 
adult elements, in terms 
of action and horror. 

We’ve been very careful about 
violence. For instance, if you 
take a man’s hand and nail it to 
a piece of wood on screen, one 
might say it was violent. Yet 
that’s something that is dis- 
cussed in church every Sunday. 
1 think at the end of the day 
where we’ve had what some 
people might call violence, we 
say, ‘Yes, this is not the way to 
behave — and this is what will 
happen if you do this sort of thing’. 

Is a morality inherent in the series? 

Yes there is. I’ve always been very careful to show there is mo- 
rality and to show role models behaving impeccably. For instance, 
Brogan and Haldane are people that children will probably try 
to emulate, and always they are on the side of good and fighting

Why then did you choose to base the police in Space 
Precinct on the American force? 

Now I happen to be very nationalistic, and 1 happen to think that 
the British police are quite superb, but if you’re making a film 
— I cite this as a good example — you’re travelling along a 
motorway late at night, and a police car comes along with its 
blue light flashing, its not got a siren, and it just drives past into 
the night. Which isn’t very exciting cinematically. If you go to 
New York, they have five travelling in convoy, all whooping 
their sirens, they drive onto the pavement, they all dive out pull- 
ing their guns and start hollering through loud hailers. It’s a much 
more exciting force to film — not better. Just more exciting visu- 
ally. 


We flew to America to cast Ted. Rob we cast from a lot of tapes 
which were produced by Lynn Stallmaster, who’s probably the 
top America casting director. Nancy Paul [Brogan’s wife] I chose 
personally from a tape of an American show, the aliens were all 
interviewed and cast over here by myself, but the guest artists 
are cast by the director of any particular show. 


You’ve got American stars, American writers and 
American finance, is Space Precinct an American 
show? 

I would like to emphasize that this is very much a British show. 
We’re here in Pinewood studios, we’re in Shepperton studios, 
we have two hundred British technicians aboard. The finance 

comes from America, and I 
would have been delighted if 
the finance had come from this 
country.

How do you feel about 
the teatime timesiot the 
series has in the UK, as 
opposed to the very late 
night slot in the States? 
In the States we had absolutely 
no control over that at all. We 
simply delivered to the Ameri- 
can company, and heard no 
more. But over here I’m all for 
the show being shown at a time 
when the kiddies can sit down 
with the family and watch as a 
family. I think it’s pretty sad 
when a child feels it’s being de- 
nied access to his own pro- 
grammes, or has to go into an- 
other room. And 1 think it’s nice 
to have some programmes where 
the family can sit down together. 
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the forces of evil. The aliens come in all shapes and sizes, but we wouldn't go into a second season unless it was successful, 
have good aliens and bad aliens — we haven’t taken the line that 


You’ve had a budget of 
$36 million on Space Pre- 
cinct, making it the most 
expensive television se- 
ries ever made in the 
country. Where did the 
money go? 

Despite the size of the budget, 
we've still had difficulty bring- 
ing what we've got to the 
screen. If I was to take a guess, 
I would probably say Slomo 
cost £5(),{){)(). The lifesize 
cruiser was a huge cost — 
probably in excess of 
£200,000. We have units at 
Shepperton shooting miniature 
special effects. If you take that, 
together with a very good cast, 
big crowds... I would say that 
every pound is on the screen. 

If the series does go to a 
second year, do you still 
want to retain the same 
degree of control? 

Yes. I think there’s little doubt 
that if the show goes into a sec- 
ond season, the producer tends 
to have more control — it

Did you have a preference for which channel the BBC 
chose to broadcast on? 

I think I'd preferred it to go onto BBC2, because BBC I tend to 
pull a show, even if it’s doing very well, if they have something 
that they particularly want to screen. Whereas on BBC2 once they 
start a series, they play 24 episodes all the way through. Also 
[Controller] Michael Jackson is a fan of the show. You get Con- 
trollers who say ‘From all I have been told and all the numbers, 
I think this is a good show, and therefore we’ll put it on’. I think 
if Michael Jackson genuinely 
likes it, somehow it'll affect the 
way he'll present it. 


Beyond Space Precinct, there is strong talk of a 
major motion picture of Thunderbirds. Will you be 
involved with the project? 

Everything points that way. yes. I haven’t been signed up. but 
it looks very much like it. 


Do you believe that the Science Fiction of your pro- 
grammes will become fact? Will man ever travel 
across the Galaxy... 

I remember at the time of the American Moon program, people 
would say, ‘Why are they wasting all this money sending a piece 

of metal up into the sky?’ And 
yet when you think what has 
happened as a result of those 
Moon landings — satellites, 
communication, navigation... 
it’s really been wonderful. I’m 
not a scientist, but it does seem 
to me that whatever weapon is 
produced in warfare, a counter 
weapon is produced. Whatever 
we want to cure in terms of dis- 
ease, eventually we do... even- 
tually. And I just think that we 
will find a way to travel across 
Space. Yes, I’m sure it will hap- 
pen. 




Do you believe in alien life? 

I think there are so many bil- 
lions and billions of suns, and 
even if you take a very low per- 
centage to have planets, there’s 
just got to be other forms of life 
out there. There has to be. 

And do you think they will 
look like Tarns or Creons? 

I didn’t want to let this out, but 
we have got secret information 
— and they do look like that!

T VO HUNDRED years from now 
most of humankind resides in 
sterile space stations floating above 
the abandoned ecological disaster 
of Earth.

For the sake of her 
son she decides to take her chances on a 
new. unknown world — risking the un- 
known for the benefits of being on a real 
living planet. 

Unfortunately, the authorities not only 
know more about Planet G-889 than 
they're telling, but certain extremi.sts will 
not tolerate dissension. If Devon is suc- 
cessful and influential in her very visible 
pioneering, there will be new leaders, new 
politics, and a new power base... Devon's 
inability to appreciate just how far the es- 
tablishment will go is about to plunge her 
into a series of unexpected ordeals on what 
she intends to be... Earth 2. 

The series’ creative team are also the 
show's producers. Mark Levin previously 
worked on The Wonder Years. MTM’s 
disappointing Capital News, and the 
short-lived medical students series Go- 
ing to Extremes; Carol Flint wrote ex- 
tensively tor the Vietnam series 
China Beach and Michael 
Duggan wrote for the surreal 
hospital show St Elsewhere 
and the similarly bizarre Mi- 
ami Vice. Both Flint and 
Duggan also worked on the 
superior cop show Law and Or- 
der. All three claim they only came on 
board the series after NBC agreed they 
could throw out the initial concept pro- 
vided by Amblin and go their own way. 
NBC. slowly watching seaQuest sink, had 
little problem acceding to their wishes! 

They are afso honest enough to acknow- 
ledge the show's debt to Star Wars, and 
— inevitably — the John Ford Westerns... 
but most .specifically the classic '60s Sci- 
Fi show Lost in Space. In that show’s 
splendid first season, we follow the ad- 
ventures of the Robinson family as they 
crashland on the wrong side of an alien, 
unexplored planet and make their way 


across hostile terrain in adverse conditions, 
both helped and hindered by kids, spy and 
robot, while they encounter various alien 
creatures. 

In Earth 2. the pioneers crashland — 
sabotage! — on the wrong side of the 
world, and have to make their way across 
the dangerous, unknown terrain to the 
other side of the planet, with kids, spy and 
robot, while... well, you get the idea! But 
whereas the coloniszers of Lost in Space 
were brave pioneers in the grand tradi- 
tion of America’s Wild West mythology 
this bunch are fleeing the government. 
This is a series from a I99()s perspec- 
tive... moving from the inspired, spar- 
kle-eyed optimism of the ’60s Space 
race and excitement about the future 
to the sadder, wiser, 
cynical vision of 
corrupt govern- 
ment and eco- 
logical dis- ^ 


aster thirty years later. Similarly, the spy 
is part of a conspiracy plot in our own back 
yard (representing all that’s bad), rather 
than a Cold War subversive from outside 
(threatening all that’s good). 

Some things have changed. . . The Robin- 
son womenfolk of Lost in Space made meals 
and worked futuristic washing machines 
while the men explored and adventured, al- 
though June Lockhart endowed Mrs Robin- 
son with enough courage, resolve, and in- 
ner strength to rival any Starfleet officer. 
In Earth 2 the women are very much 
females for the ’90s, and could teach the 
Star Trek universe a few things about 
being tough without sacrificing femi- 
ninity! The leader of the colonizers is 
i a woman and single mother ( Debrah 
Farentino as Devon Adair), the doc- 
Steen, of 
ifc Captain 
Power series), 
and the Smith 
substitute (sit- 
com stalwart 
John Gegen- 
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guber) is married to an attractive Earth 
Mother type (Rebecca Gay heart), who prac- 
tically carries him at every turn! Aliens in- 
clude the Terrians (who bear striking para- 
llels with American ‘Indians’), the 
Ferengi-like Grendlers, and the 
Gremlin-like Koba. 

The cast is strong. Debrah 
Farentino will be familiar to 
many for her co-starring roles in 
Hooperman. Equal Justice, and 
NYPD Blue. Accompanying 
Devon to the New World is Ulysses, her 
son (Joey Zimmerman), and the cyborg Yale 
(Sullivan Walker), a humanoid with a shady 
past he can’t remember, who was Devon’s 
tutor when she was a child, and 
has stayed with the family to help 
raise Ulysses. His dark past 
emerges as he slowly regains his 
memory. Clancy Brown (Kurgan 
in Highlander) plays mechanic 
John Danziger, who had not in- 
tended to stay. He travels every- 
where with his daughter True (J 
Madison Wright), so she’s 
stranded on G-889 too. Govern- 
ment official Morgan Martin 
(John Gegenhuber) is another 
unwitting adventurer, a scared, 
self-interested schemer who was 
perfectly happy living in the ster- 
ile but safe environment of the 
space stations. “He’s a .scheming, 
needy, pompous ass...’’ says 
Gegenhuber, “he tries hard to be 


a nice guy, but he’s not constitutionally ca- 
pable of it!” — now who could that be...? 
He’s married to Bess (Rebecca Gayheart), 
a miner’s daughter and calming influence.

Antonio Sabato Jnr plays pilot Alonzo Sol- 
ace, and is the series’ hunk — this series is 
so PC it has a male bimbo! Although he’s 
only in his early twenties physically, by the 


calendar Alonzo has spent nearly a hundred 
years in suspended animation on various 
Space travel missions, which has made it a 
little tough for him to make friends or en- 
joy a meaningful relationship. 
Every time he returned from a 
mission, everyone he knew was 
dead or collecting their pen- 
sion! Jessica Steen is Doctor 
Julia Heller, whose career in 
medicine was genetically pre- 
ordained. 

Recurring roles go to Tim Curry of 
Rocky Horror Picture Show notoriety 
and Roy (Beauty and the Beast, Baby- 
lon 5) Dotrice. Guest performers include 
Julius Carry, Ford Bowler in 
Adventures of Brisco County 
Jnr and Jeff Kober, who was a 
regular on China Beach and ap- 
peared in The X-Files episode 
Ice, appears as ZED, a killing 
machine in Redemption. Amy 
Hathaway, who appeared as out- 
law Bonnie Parker in Lois and 
Clark, appears in Natural Bom 
Grendlers. 

As a series. Earth 2 has lived 
and died, cancelled after one sea- 
son. However, UK audiences 
have still to decide whether to 
shrug their shoulders or cry 
buckets.

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Homeward Bound 

Sky One is about to launch a new Star T/'eA’ series 


T hose cynical observers of American television moguls 
might be tempted to look at Star Trek: Voyager and allow 
the phrase ‘money-spinning franchise needs to be kept alive’ 
to whirl through their heads at warp speed. 

After all, no one really ex- 
pected Star Trek: The Next 
Generation to be successful, 
coming as it did amidst the mas- 
sive wave of late Eighties re- 
vamps of cheap Sixties prime 
time shows enjoying an over- 
rated lease of life in syndication. 

Dragnet, The Man from UN- 
CLE, Bonanza. Roots... the 
list was fairly endless and. for 
the most part, uninspiring. None 
of them lasted either. Except 
Star Trek. Gene Roddenberry’s 
positive, pure and pleasant vi- 
sion of the future, untainted by 
what he saw as the failures of 
the Twentieth Century — ma- 
terialism. racism, sexism and re- 
ligion. A peaceful voyage 
through the stars where the en- 
emy were the unenlightened, 
waiting for Jean-Luc Picard to 
overwhelm them in Federation 
love, peace and harmony. 

Of course, as we now know, 
the return of Star Trek in the 
guise of The Next Generation 
proved to be a huge success and 
even spawned a movie. The 
resulting merchandise proves 
that it must therefore make fi- 
nancial sense to keep StarTrek 
going in whatever form. 

After Roddenberry’s death, 
the Star TVek universe’s execu- 
tive producers Rick Berman, 

Michael Filler and, latterly, Jeri 
Taylor, had to carry that torch, 
slowly but surely adding their 
own batteries. As The Next 
Generation wound down the stories became darker. Jean-Luc 
and chums began to make both errors and friends and, heaven 
help us, plotlines began to carry over from one story to another 
(such as Worf and Troi’s romance). With that as a spur. Star 
Trek: Deep Space Nine was set up, a series which, by the time 
of its third season, has become the character and on-going plot- 
driven show that they wanted. The characters have foibles, ar- 


guments, loves and hates. They live and some have even died. 
They are real people in unreal situations, which of course makes 
for exciting telefantasy. 

So to Star Trek: Voyager and where to take this curious beast. 

At first glance, it ought to be 
similar to The Next Genera- 
tion. A crew, aboard a starship 
(although this one can land on 
planets, as we’ll see in Season 
Two), is spreading the philoso- 
phies of Startleet and the Fed- 
eration to the inhabitants of 
strange new worlds. Hurled to 
the other side of the galaxy, the 
crew of Voyager find them- 
selves in unknown Space. De- 
spite Voyager being one of the 
fastest ships developed by 
Startleet. by nomial means their 
journey home to Federation 
Space will take them seventy 
five years. Unlike Deep Space 
Nine, there are no Cardassians, 
no Dominion and no Klingon/ 
Startleet strained relationships 
which is what makes Voyager 
unique. The philosophy of The 
Next Generation with the 
depth of characterization of 
Deep Space Nine but none of 
the establishments of either. All 
right, .so we see a Romulan (in 
Eye of the Needle) but that 
cros.sover is handled so expertly 
that you can forgive what might 
otherwise be considered a rat- 
ings-grabbing exercise at the ex- 
pense of the show’s cut-off- 
from-home ideals. 

Another thing making Voy- 
ager more like Deep Space 
Nine than The Next Genera- 
tion is the strength and range 
of characters. Although not 
everyone becomes fully- 
rounded and three-dimensional by the end of the first season, all 
of the characters move in positive directions. Probably the most 
well-defined is Captain Janeway (Kate Mulgrew), whose one- 
liners, arch-expressions and mannerisms have already made her 
something of a fan favourite. Janeway offers viewers the true 
humanitarian viewpoint — she cares about and believes in her 
crew. She bemoans their errors but never bears grudges. When, 
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Captain Kathryn Janeway (Kate Muldrew)

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in the episode Prime Factors, her handling of a situation is judged 
to be wrong by her crew, she reprimands them. Not for arguing 
with her, or for having an opposing opinion, but simply because 
without their acceptance of her as both their leader and an im- 
perfect human being, she cannot possibly do her job. When she 
has castigated Torres and, more importantly, Tuvok, the final 
shots are of Janeway alone in her ready room. The weight of the 
entire mission is now on her shoulders and, for the first time, she 
feels alone. 

What makes this scene so convincing and powerful are not the 
words she uses (well-scripted as the sequence is) but her body 
language and facial expressions. It’s not what she says but what 
she doesn’t need to say. For the viewers to not need to hear those 
words and yet still sympathize 
with her and acknowledge her 
disappointment at being let 
down after only a handful of 
episodes, is the mark of very 
well-crafted characterization. 

Of the other crew, all have 
their strengths and weaknesses. 

One thing that elevates them is 
that, although on paper they 
may look cliched, on screen 
they are rich and diverse. 

B’Elanna Torres (Roxann 
Biggs-Dawson) is a prime ex- 
ample of a ‘typical Trek’ char- 
acter. Half Human/half 
Klingon, she’s a former terror- 
ist. put in a position of power, 
and yet earning the respect and 
admiration of her crew, espe- 
cially Carey (Josh Clark) 
whose job she essentially 
steals. Early publicity material 
made comment about her con- 
tinual battle between her two 
heritages (a la Spock, Saavik, 

Dax, K’Ehlyhr, Troi etc) and 
yet the show has, rightly, cho- 
sen to put that to the back- 
ground. Yes, she’s a bit hot- 
headed at times, but she’s in- 
credibly mature, arguing all 
her decisions with herself. 

Prime Factors again makes 
good use of her decisive nature 
and she proves her worth by 
taking the responsibility for her 
actions, despite both Carey and 
other semi-regular Seska 
(Martha Hackett) being far 
more responsible for what oc- 
curs. However, it is in the later episode Faces that Torres comes 
to the fore, as the Klingon and Human aspects of her person are 
literally separated and she realizes how important her two halves 
are. The human Torres suddenly discovers how much strength 
and self-confidence her Klingon side provides while the aggres- 
sive Klingon Torres learns the importance of co-operation and 
reason. When, at the story’s denouement, the Doctor announces 


that he has to reintegrate the Klingon DNA you cannot help but 
feel an opportunity has been wasted: if Torres had remained hu- 
man for a couple of episodes until something necessitated her 
reversion, even greater opportunities for the character’s devel- 
opment may have presented themselves. 

The aforementioned nameless holographic Doctor (Robert 
Ricardo) provides not only the light relief in the show but also 
the true viewer identification as he offers sardonic quips and 
observations on the often bizarre events occurring around him, 
mirroring what the viewer also feels. Of all the characters, his is 
the one that truly changes throughout the season, progressing 
from irascible and apparently tactless physician to philosophi- 
cal charmer as he begins to accept that even a hologram has ‘feel- 
ings’ that he can express. Ironi- 
cally, it is through his working 
relationship with the show’s 
least defined character, the 
Ocampa, Kes (Jennifer Lien), 
that this development occurs. 
Although a hologram brings 
with it certain story limitations, 
episodes like Heroes and De- 
mons would be infinitely more 
tedious than they already were 
without his presence. 

The Talaxian, Neelix (Ethan 
Phillips), ought to be the show’s 
comedy character and yet. as 
with Quark in Deep Space Nine, 
the writers have learnt to ac- 
knowledge the actor rather than 
the make-up he wears and life is 
breathed into Neelix very early 
on in the season. His scenes 
trapped in the sickbay in the epi- 
sode Phage and his indignant 
moralizing to cover his own .self- 
loathing in Jetrel are joyous de- 
velopments on similar themes 
previously explored by other 
TVek characters such as Spock, 
Data, Odo and Quark, all of 
whom took far longer to grow 
into believable characters. 

The Vulcan, Tuvok (Tim 
Russ), also takes time to settle 
down but again once the writ- 
ers put some effort into him and 
stop using him as a substitute 
Spock (such as in Ex Post 
Facto), he develops nicely. 
Learning Curve is the ironi- 
cally named episode in which 
Tuvok tries to teach four 
Maquis crewmembers how to function as Starfieet personnel. 
Of course, it is Tuvok himself who learns the most by confront- 
ing his inability to work alongside instinctive, irrational and emo- 
tional beings. Being the final episode of the first season. Learn- 
ing Curve is hardly a thrilling climax. However, it does at least 
end on a reasonably interesting and satisfying story. 

Unfortunately, there are some characters who lack guts and

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motivation. The most regrettable offender must be Chakotay 
(Robert Beltran), by far the most interesting character on paper 
but one who is given nothing to do whatsoever. Ironically, Cathexis, 
an episode that prominently features Chakotay, requires the char- 
acter to be unconscious for almost its entire duration. After 
Chakotay helps Janeway to find her spiritual animal guide in The 
Cloud, little more is made of his Native American heritage save 
for a few cursory mentions in the opening and closings scenes of 
several. Perhaps his finest moment is at the close of State of Flux: 
following his earlier discovery that Tuvok was a Starfleet spy who 
had infiltrated the Maquis, Chakotay learns that a .second member 
of his Maquis crew is rather more than they first appeared. Ad- 
dressing Mr Tuvok. he asks just how good a commander could he 
have been for not seeing what 
was under his nose. 

Tom Paris (Robert Duncan- 
McNeill) is hip, trendy, a bit of a 
girl-getter and positively super- 
fluous. Although Paris features 
heavily in Ex Post Facto his 
place could quite easily be taken 
by any other member of the crew. 

Poor Harry Kim (Garrett 
Wang) is shunted off to an alien 
world in Enumatious, stripped 
semi-naked in Caretaker and 
ultimately given little to do ex- 
cept be young and inexperi- 
enced. Only in The Cloud, when 
he amusingly retaliates against 
Tuvok's arrogance, do we really 
feel there's a real person inside. 

As mentioned before, it is Kes 
who is most neglected, splitting 
her time between apparently 
being Neelix's lover (we never 
.see them sleep together) and the 
Doctor's confidante. She des- 
perately needs something to do 
in Season Two to build her up. 

For a character with only nine 
years to live, she seems remark- 
ably content to let them pass 
aboard Voyager without any 
feeling of regret or bitterness at 
such a destiny. 

Overall, the first year of Voy- 


ager moves faster, and delivers stronger characters than either 
The Next Generation or Deep Space Nine did within their first 
seasons. However, developing 50% of the characters at the ex- 
pense of the others may not have been the wisest move. 

Although the premise of the show is interesting, it is not difficult 
to predict that ultimately it could become tedious. Dawdling about 
in the Delta quadrant is fine for the moment but to prevent Star 
Trek: Voyager turning into another season of Lost in Space or 
Space: 1999, a sense of progression and achievement must be con- 
veyed to the audience. As Deep Space Nine has learned a lot about 
pace, the audience’s willingness to keep up with season-long sub- 
plots and intelligent, adult stories, so Voyager must not imitate the 
above mentioned ill-fated shows of the Sixties and Seventies. Good 

characters and individual epi- 
sodes are fine but if the overall 
structure begins to get boring, 
and with a self-imposed limita- 
tion of available crew members 
to play with. Voyager needs 
careful monitoring by Berman 
and company to ensure it lives 
up to its great potential. 

Perhaps the most regrettable 
event in Voyager's short history 
is the curtailment of the first sea- 
son. Four episcxJes have been held 
over for Season Two, including 
the episode originally intended as 
the climax. The 37s. In fact, this 
has already gone out in America 
as the ‘Season Premiere' of the 
second series and the subsequent 
three episodes are being slotted 
in between other episodes at the 
start of the season. 

However, one thing seems 
certain: the actors are happy 
with their parts, the producers 
are happy with their actors and 
scripts and there seems little to 
stop Voyager continuing the 
Star Trek success story.

I N the opening moments to Twilight 
Zone: The Movie, two characters in 
a car argue over whether the theme 
music he remembers opened The Twi- 
light Zone or The Outer Limits. This 
scene cleverly picked up on the fact that 
many people do confuse the two shows. 

In some ways this is understandable as 
both were anthology series that presented 
stories of a fantastical nature and both 
were on air at the same time. However, on 
closer examination, the shows were in fact 
quite different beasts. 

The Twilight Zone was a Fantasy-based 
show with a twist in the tail and seldom 
probed any deeper into the thoughts and 
feelings of its characters than the expres- 
sions of shock or terror on their faces. 
Despite being labelled the bug-eyed mon- 
ster show. The Outer Limits, however, 
was all about people and how they coped 
with unusual and unexpected occurrences. 

Leslie Stevens was the creator of The 
Outer Limits. Having formed Daystar Pro- 
ductions and with the successful Stone 
Burke series on the air. Stevens was keen 
to consolidate the company's standing by 
creating another popular show. In.spired by 
his own interest in Science Fiction. Stevens 
devi.sed The Outer Limits, an hour-long 
anthology series that would have a hard sci- 
ence basis and would concern itself with 
the psychological effect of extraterrestrial 
life and culture on human beings. 

In his bid to sell the show, Stevens was 
keen to find a producer whose name would 
attract .some attention and lend some cred- 
ibility to the series, at least in the eyes of 
the network executives. Joseph Stefano was 
such a man. Well known in the industry as 


about to be taken over by the 1960s 



a film screenplay writer, Stefano was a well- 
respected figure and his acceptance of the 
job of producer on The Outer Limits was 
instrumental in getting the show on the air. 
In tact, although Leslie Stevens was the 
show's creator, it was Stefano who was the 
main driving force behind the .series 
giving it a distinctly different look 
and feel from The Twilight 
Zone with which 
it was inevi- 
tably com- 
pared. 

The se- 
ries pilot 
set the 
tone: Please 
Stand By (re 
titled The Galaxy 
Being prior to trans- 
mission) was writ 
ten and directed by 
Steven and starred 
Cliff Robertson and 
Jacqueline Scott. Robertson is the 
engineer at a local radio station and 
is using the equipment and syphon- 
ing off power to pursue his own ra- 
dio astronomy interests. Whilst ex- 
ploring the ether, Robertson discovers a 
transmission from an intelligent being in 
the Andromeda galaxy. By using a 3-D 
tv of his own invention. Robertson is 
able to materialize an image of the be- 
ing and converse with it. However, 
without Robertson’s knowledge, the 
power is increased, fully materializ- 
ing the alien on Earth where it un- 
intentionally causes havoc and 
terror amongst the population of 


the small town. With the army summoned, 
it is up to Robertson to persuade them that 
the alien is benign and poses no threat to 
the people of Earth. 

On the face of it. as with many episodes 
of The Outer Limits. Please Stand By 
seems to bear all the trappings of Science 
Fiction movies of the Fifties. However, it 
is the characterization that brings it to 
life. Robertson is completely dedi- 
cated to his Space re.search to the 
point where all Earthly 
things appear mundane 
and totally unimpor- 
tant. Jacqueline 
Scott, as Robert- 
son's forgotten 
wife is frus- 
trated by her 
husband's 
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Warner Home Video’s release of The Outer Limits is another addition to their 
Beyond Vision Serial Sci-Fi collection. 
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apparent abandonment of his life and of 
her and his friends. Scott and Robertson’s 
diverse points of view on what is really 
important dramatically meet when Scott 
is accidentally shot by one of the troops 
hunting the alien. Fatally wounded. Scott 
is healed by the alien and the 
couple are reunited with a new 
understanding of each other and 
of the Universe. 

It is this sort of human element 
to the story that prevents The 
Outer Limits from being la- 
belled as B-Movie television which it most 
certainly was not. The show became known 
for its monsters and many segments were 
set in the far future and on spaceships or 
alien worlds. However, the human’s story 
was always an essential aspect of the plot 
which gave it a credibility and 
ultimately was what made the 
show often so frightening and 
thought provoking. 

The Outer Limits first aired 
in September of 1963. Ironically, 

Daystar Productions other show. 

Stone Burke had been cancelled 
which meant that the company 
still only had one show on the 
air, just a different one. The show 
ran for two seasons with a total 
of forty-nine sixty-minute epi- 
sodes. As well as Cliff Robert- 
son, many actors who appeared 
in the show were well known and 
respected performers, or at least 


they would become so in their later careers. 
Many would also become as.sociated with 
other Science Fiction-based shows includ- 
ing William Shatner, David McCallum, 
Martin Landau and Donald Pleasence. 

Many show’s are now regarded as clas- 


e 

sic examples of Science Fiction television 
at its best. Demon With a Glass Hand, by 
celebrated writer Harlan Ellison, is per- 
haps the most famous instalment of The 
Outer Limits, not least of all because it 
was to become a Hugo award winner. Sol- 


diers from the future come to Earth where 
they are attempting to track down the last 
survivor of a war they intend to prevent 
from ever happening in the first place. It 
is this much venerated episode that may 
well spawn a sequel, also by Ellison, as 
an episode in the currently on- 
going series Babylon 5. How- 
ever, although much talked 
about, it has yet to materialize. 

It is a slightly sad fact that al- 
though The Outer Limits is in 
many ways the superior show, 
it has been outlived and eclipsed by the 
more whimsical The Twilight Zone. Al- 
though resurrected recently, the Nineties 
version of The Outer Limits seems to 
have little in common with its illustrious 
predecessor and an opening monologue 
that evokes chilling memories of 
those frighteningly compelling 
old black and white show... 

“There is nothing wrong with 
your television set. Do not at- 
tempt to adjust the picture. We 
are controlling transmission... 
We will control the horizontal. 
We will control the vertical... 
For the next hour, sit quietly and 
we will control all you see and 
hear... You are about to partici- 
pate in a great adventure. You are 
about to experience the awe and 
mystery which reaches from the 
inner mind to The Outer Limits.’’

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Who was he? Where was he? The mystery of the Prisoner continues... 


I N THE AUTUMN of 1967, The Pris- 
iner, one of the most unusual, provoca- 
ive and controversial television series 
ver produced was first broadcast to an 
unsuspecting British audience. The series 
is set in a realm of deceptive charm and 
simplicity, a fairy tale world of brightly col- 
oured buildings, perpetual smiles, and per- 
haps the most chilling and definitive dem- 
onstration of a neighbourhood watch 
.scheme ever witnessed! Within this place 
exists a community of conformists who 
have beens stripped of their individuality 
and are identified by a given number, ‘A 
still tongue makes a happy life’ and ‘Ques- 
tions are a burden to others; answers are a 
prison for oneself’ are the motos that seem 
to govern Village life. Presiding over Vil- 
lage affairs are a succession of governers 
designated as Number 2, suggesting a 
hierarchy in operation. As to the iden- 
tity of Number 1 we are left guessing. 

A man soon to be known to us only 
as Number 6 enters the nightmare. He 
has resigned from a secret government 
position. No one knows his true moti- 
vation for doing so, and he posseses 
vital information. 

At the start of each episode we are 
witness to him furiously confronting his 
superior, pounding his fist on the 
desk, and throwing down his 
letter of resignation to the 
grim accompaniment of 
thunder claps punctuating 
each action. A picture of 
Number Six on a compu- 
ter card is defaced with 
Xs from a printer, then 
deposited in a filing cabi- 
net labelled ‘Resigned’. 

A black hearse pulls up 
outside Number 6’s 
home where he is pack- 
ing a suitcase. An under- 
taker gets out and walks 
slowly to the door. Gas 
fumes hiss through the 
keyhole, causing 6 to 
stagger and fall uncon- 
scious. When he 
awakes he still appears 


to be in his town house. However, mov- 
ing toward the window for air, he opens 
the Venetian blinds and sees not his famil- 
iar London street but The Village... 

From now on he is Number 6: The Pris- 
oner. He will learn many times that inside 
The Village there is no freedom, and no 
escape. The only resource available to him 
is his indomitable spirit and powerful 
sense of individuality. 

Many critics have applauded The Pris- 
oner, often claiming that it was far ahead 
of its time due to its unusual complexity 
for a prime-time 
action adven- 
ture series. 


and as true as that is, ironically a major 
aspect of The Prisoner's success was that 
it was very much a product of its time. 
Many episodes were expressions of con- 
temporary issues such as the Vietnam War. 
recreational drugs and alternative life- 
styles. The Beatles. Timothy Leary invit- 
ing teenagers to ‘drop out’, the Cold War: 
these were all issues that defined the spirit 
of the times within which Patrick 
McGoohan developed his series. 

A product of media paranoia regarding 
the Cold War was expressed by a wave of 
enthusiasm for spy thrillers. Lew Grade was 
Chief Executive at ITC and had tuned in 
on the public demand for espionage related 
entertainment. This took the shape of Dan- 
ger Man (aka Secret Agent in the US), 
which had been running successfully dur- 
ing the 1960s starring Patrick McGoohan 
as secret agent John Drake. The show was 
popular enough for Lew Grade to commis- 
sion hour long colour episodes for the 
1966/67 season. However after two 
episodes of the new 
season were fin- 
ished, McGoohan 
walked into the 
offices of ITC 
and told Grade 
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that he wanted a change. He had with him 
a briefcase full of notes and diagrams and a 
first draught script for a mini-series to be 
called The Prisoner. Lew Grade 
was intrigued by the idea and was 
said to have uttered the now leg- 
endary quote, “You know it’s so 
crazy, it just might work”. 

McGoohan started work on the 
project almost immediately, us- 
ing most of the crew from Dan- 
ger Man. Grade wanted twenty- 
six episodes to make it a feasible 
and profitable project, but Mc- 
Goohan felt the format could not sustain 
six or .seven episodes. In the end, seven- 
teen episodes were produced. To this day 
however, McGoohan maintains 
that out of all the scripts there are 
seven he would pick and put in 
line, and the rest he would throw 
away. 

The Village was actually the 
resort Portmeirion on Cardigan 
Bay in North Wales. It was cre- 
ated by Sir Clough Williams- 
Ellis and has been a refuge for 
many notable writers such as 
Bertrand Russell, George 
Bernard Shaw, and Noel Coward. 

Patrick McGoohan first became 
aquainted with the area when an 
episode of Danger Man was 
filmed there. It is one of the most 
perfect settings for a series that 
there has ever been, as Williams- 
Ellis created a place with dis- 
torted perspectives, and a mish- 
mash of styles, which all add to 


the aura of artifice and insecurity that per- 
meate The Prisoner. 

No other series on television (with the 


possible exception of Twin Peaks) has cre- 
ated so many puzzles, riddles and a quest 
for meaning: What does The Village rep- 


resent? What do the numbers symbolize? 
What is the meaning of Rover — the huge 
white weather balloon that guards The Vil- 
lage? What is the meaning of the 
penny farthing symbol? Does 
Number Six finally become 
Number One? Does Number Six 
ever really escape? Is The Pris- 
oner subversive? Who actually 
runs The Village? What does it 
actually mean? 

“I suppose that The Prisoner 
is the sort of thing where a thou- 
sand people might have a dif- 
ferent interpretation of it, which 1 think is 
very gratifying. I am glad that's the way it 
was, because that was the intention,” says 
Patrick McGoohan. 

One of the clearest pointers to 
unlocking the hidden interpreta- 
tions within The Prisoner, are 
two words once given by 
McGoohan: ‘An allegory’. Prom 
that one can argue endlessly. 
Like all things in life. The Pris- 
oner sustains multiple interpre- 
tations, each one as valid as the 
other. There are no perfect an- 
swers, only perfect questions. 

With plans for The Prisoner 
motion-picture, it is safe to say 
that the popularity of The Pris- 
oner will not diminish.

mously. There may have been more char- 
ismatic Doctors later on, but his was more 
of an actor’s performance than a person- 
ality performance. 

Tom Baker was ‘your’ Doctor. What 
was he like to work with? 

Tom was delightful, a lovely man. He 
was very helpful and friendly, and 
enormously tall! Even though I had 
watched him in Doctor Who, I 
hadn’t really expected that. You ju.st 
gazed up, and up, and up! The cast 
and crew were a very friendly 
group, like a family. 

Was it challenging acting 
in the mask? 

It was something I had done 
before. In that kind of mask, 
the characters tend to play 
themselves. It required a lot of 
energy because you have to per- 
form ‘enormously’. A mask of 
that scale can minimize your ex- 
pression, so you have to get the 
point across from a ‘total’ body 
language; in the way you shift 
your shoulders, and your hips and 
hands. It wasn’t the most com- 
fortable costume in the world 
It only took about ten minutes 
to get into it, but it was quite 


did. It was really quite extraordinary — 
most ot the village was out sitting on the 
grass. I know they used that shot of Tom 
Baker tied to the memorial cross on the 
book cover. In the studio, I was impressed 
with the CSO special effects, and I remem- 
ber they did a very big clo.se-up on Liz when 
she was affected by the G-forces. They 
didn t show all of her face, so the audience 
couldn’t see Liz using her fingers to pull 
all sorts of odd expressions! 

Any filming problems? 

Right at the end. when Styggron met his 
death, they had made up a foaming green 
porridge which was presumed fo be my 
blood. It grew, rather like that expanding stuff 
they use in building constmction. The idea 
was for me to do a partial leap backwards, 
and then they would cut and bring in a 
stuntman to do a back-flip. But 1 forgot that 
the centre of gravity had totally changed 
because ot the mask. The weight 
was right at the top, and simply 
pushing that mask backwards 
projected the rest of me over 
the top of it, and 1 actually did 
the back-flip! They couldn’t 
u.se it because it wasn’t a very 
successful landing, but after- 
wards the stuntman said, 
‘You wouldn't like to come 
and do stunts, would you?’ 

I said thank you, but I 
thought I’d stick to acting! 
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sum up working oi 
Doctor Who? 

I was delighted to worl 
on it. Doing four epi 
sodes meant I got fou 
salaries, and 1 still ge 
occasional repeat fee; 
from around the world 
It was an enjoyable experi 
ence, and it’s nice to have 
been in something whicf 
now has a cult following 
I’d happily do another foi 
Steven Spielberg!

T IvENTY YEARS ago, Styggron the 
Kraal had his own sleepy English 
village, but not content with that, he 
decided to invade the real thing, in 
the world of Doctor Who that is. . . 

How did you land the part? 

That’s a very good question. It certainly 
wasn’t my looks making me suitable for 
the part! I auditioned for the director. Barry 
Letts. We had been actors together in the 
theatre, so I wasn’t an unknown quantity. 
I’m sure I’d done an earlier television role 
in Pinocchio for him. 

Had you watched Who before? 

Oh yes, since my children were small. 1 
loved it in the William Hartnell days, and 
I also enjoyed Patrick Troughton enor- 


heavy. As 1 recall, the mouth was operated 
by my chin .so that when I spoke it opened 
as well. 

How did you settle on a gruff voice? 

It seemed to me that the voice went with 
the animalistic nature of the beast. I don’t 
suppose it was really needed, but it was a 
question of interpretation. I was suppo.sed 
to be a surgeon — I haven’t seen the epi- 
sodes since 1975, but 1 think in one scene 1 
was about to operate on the Doctor, who 
was strapped to a table.

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A look back at what was worth seeing and missing last month... 



O NCE UPON A TIME — 
when BBC I and ITV 
were the only channels 
worth watching for SF material 
— the first week of September 
was ushered in with a certain 
'ceremony’; the entire Autumn 
season began in one go, and 
spotting the first Doctor Who 
trailer was the genre equivalent 
of the first cuckoo of Spring... 

Ah. happy times. Nowadays, 
the four terrestrials and Sky 
phase in their new seasons over 
two months, which unfortunately 
means that most of the new crop 
of cult and genre series have to 
wait until October to air. 

Funnily enough, August was a 
bumper month in cult terms. On 
Sky One. The X-Files limped to 
a distinctly lacklustre second 
season finale, setting up all 
manner of interesting and 
thrilling premises and then 
totally failing to deliver. This 
was all the more annoying given 
the overall excellence which 
marked it as one of the most 
intelligent and well-thought-out 
SF series ever produced. 

I’d like to think that the 
hordes of irate Babylon 5 fans 
who bombarded Channel Four’s 


switchboard (myself included 

— the first time I’ve ever felt 
angry enough to phone a tv 
company) after the premature 
end of the second season were 
responsible for the abrupt ‘volte 
face’ which put UK viewers in 
the enviable position of seeing 
the final clutch of episodes 
before their American cousins; 
after months of tv-recordings 
crossing the Atlantic to Britain, 
there was a certain schaden- 
freude in seeing the B5 group 
on the Internet begging the 
British to send them in the other 
direction! Producer) Michael 
Straczynski promised a great 
deal in the final episode, and he 
certainly delivered; the revela- 
tion of Kosh’s identity — 
although something of an open 
secret — was excellently 
realized, and the closing scene 
set the mood for what looks to 
be a cracking third season. 

Meanwhile, Bravo — a canny 
channel which understands both 
the niche it fills and its audience 

— celebrated its purchase of the 
ITC back catalogue with its Cult 
TV weekend. Although more of 
a teaser for its upcoming 
programmes, it gave the viewer 


two solid days of series such as 
UFO, The Persuaders and 
Space: 1999, as well as produc- 
ing some of the campest trailers 
ever. 

Not to be left out, Channel 
Four — basking in its new role 
as champion of Babylon 5 — 
put together its Sci-Fi weekend, 
obviously unaware of the 


hackneyed nature of the term. 
Or were they? Quite frankly, 
their trailers were the best thing 
about it, with the Channel Four 
logo transformed into a giant 
space station. ‘The year was 
1995... the name of the place 
was Channel Four’ sprang to 
mind. Craig Charles went to the 
Intersection convention and 



Season Two was a much- 
improved product from its 
predecessor, with excei- 
ient performances and 
sparkiing scripts. 


The unique five year 
story arc came to the 
fore, with revelations 
about Earthgov, Psi- 
Corps and the Vorlons 
climaxing in a final epi- 
sode that firmly placed 
B5 at the pinnacle of tv 
SF. 
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ridiculed everybody, while 
Doctor Who and the Daleks 
was dug up yet again. Even the 
B5 episode was the lacklustre 
Legacies, rather than a classic 
such as Chrysalis or Violations. 
And the two ultra-hyped 
segments of the weekend — 
America's psychic spies, and 
the (in)famous Roswell alien 
autopsy, turned out to be 
inconclusive, talking-heads 
waffle, coming to absolutely no 
conclusions about anything. 
Overall. C4 missed the mark; 
unsure whether to cater to the 
fan or pander to the rav popiili, 
they ultimately let everybody 
down. Try it again, chaps, 
please — but decide who to aim 
for and stick to it. 

That was August. What of 
September? The BBC used 
C4's excuse for a Sci-Fi 
weekend to promote the 
second season of The X-Files 
in the Radio Times, and then 
suicidally scheduled the first 
episode against the Roswell 
autopsy — although The X- 
Files was far more convincing. 
And Sky uncovered The 
Secrets of the X-Files; 
unfortunately, like most 
American 'making of docu- 
mentaries. it suffered from a 
bad attack of style over 
content, rather like Discov- 
ery's feeble Science of Star 
Trek. 

Sky paused Star Trek: Deep 
Space Nine to show the ultra- 
long. ultra-dull adaptation of 
Stephen King's The Stand: 
eight hours of plodding 
pretentiousness. 1 didn't like 


the book, but 1 positively 
loathed the film. 

Over at Bravo, a number of 
their ITC acquisitions saw the 
light of day, although my 
personal favourite — The 
Persuaders — came to an end. 
Despite the fact that it exhib- 
ited virtually every-ism going. 

I have a nostalgic soft spot for 
the exploits of Lord Brett 
Sinclair and Danny Wilde — 
not that any self-respecting 
member of the British aristoc- 
racy would ever call their son 
'Brett' — and the haunting 
theme is John Barry at his all 
time best. Then again, C4 
came to the rescue and started 
showing them from the 
beginning. Thanks, chaps, but 
I still don't forgive you for the 
Sci-Fi weekend fiasco. Bravo 
has many other gems in its 
crown as cult king of the small 
screen: UFO. the series with 
the most sexist title sequence 
in history; Space: 1999. which 
demonstrated that no amount 
of special effects could 
compensate for naff scripts; 
and the delightfully camp 
Jason King, taking flares and 
frilly shirts into regions that 
Jon Pertwee would never have 
dared. My only complaint is 
Bravo's inability to show them 
in any recognizable order: 
although both UFO and 
Space: 1999 have little 
internal continuity, they both 
have introductory episodes — 
Identified and Breakaway 
respectively. But no; Bravo 
seem to have taken the tapes 
and shuffled them at random. 


Still, if you don't know how 
the Moon was flung out of 
orbit, how can you call 
yourself a cult tv fan? 

Far from being the month of 
new series, September was more 
a time of old favourites. But next 
month sees a steady stream of 
fresh blood: Star Trek: Voy- 
ager. Earth 2 and VR5 begin on 


Sky One, those without satellite 
will finally be forced to suffer 
the disaster that is Space 
Precinct, and the BBC are 
finally going to start showing 
Deep Space Nine. See you in 
October. 

You know. 1 still miss those 
trailers for Doctor Who...
